4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 8 has been 
amended to overcome the prior art. Claims 10 and 13 were indicated allowable and have been 
rewritten in independent forms including all of the limitations of the base claim. Examiner 
agrees with Applicant's arguments regarding claim 8. The prior art of record does not disclose 
or render obvious a motivation to provide for a device for preventing wobbling of a cog wheel on 
a main shaft of a transmission having two countershafts and an intermediate shaft for a reverse 
gear, wherein the cog wheel includes a disk with a particular arrangement as defined by the 
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Art Unit: 3655 

limitations of claims 8, 10 and 13. Claim 8 further requires a washer disk being sandwiched 
between a pair of washer disks. Claim 10 further requires a bolt and a spring supported by the 
bolt. Claim 13 further requires the contact surfaces between the disk and a gearing having a 
cone-shaped design.
